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Taxation of Manufacturing Industries. 


The universal taxation at present 
existin g in th e U nited States, was in­ 
augurated as a temporary 
system , 
caused by circum stances of pressing 
necessity, and for th e sole object of 
raising revenue to m eet a great emer­ 
gency. 
W hile the war existed, no 
com plaint arose upon this core; and 
the taxes upon individuals, is w ell as 
upon every article o f luxury, conven­ 
ience or necessity, were paid w illing­ 
ly. 
W hen the war ceased the nation 
rejoiced, and hoped to feel a modifica­ 
tion o f the tax business. 
A com m is­ 
sion composed of D. A . W ells, of New 
York, Stephen Colwell, of Pennsylva­ 
nia, and Mr. H ayes, of Illinois, was 
appointed, and met in the city of New 
York “ to inquire and report on the 
best and most efficient mode of rais­ 
ing revenue by taxation,” and under 
their report, Congress continued the 
report which had arisen during hos­ 
tilities, and which, w ith very slight 
modifications in stam p duties ami in­ 
come tax, remains w ith us to-day. 
It is said that m uch of the enor­ 
mous revenue raised in this manner 
goes to the horde of tax gatherers in 
the w ay of salaries; indeed, some in ­ 
sist that the whole tax collected is ab­ 
sorbed by the expense of collecting It. 
There Is, probably, much truth in 
these assertions; and now, as it is eight 
years since the com m ission referred to 
met to demise the best mode of raising 
taxes, w e suggest that the President ap­ 
point a second com m ission to inquire 
and report upon the best and most effi­ 
cient mode of stopping taxation, and 
that they report to th e incom ing Con­ 
gress at an early date. 
The com m is­ 
sion m ight also be taken into consid­ 
eration and exam ining the possibilities 
of paying the national debt by some 
less burdensome method than the 
present oppressive system , alm ost par- 
ulyzing to m any a heretofore prosper­ 
ous industry. 
In early tim es, our ancestors sought 
to frame "such a governm ent as would 
be alm ost exem pt from taxation; and 
now, w ith alm ost a hundred years of 
progress in im provem ent and develop­ 
ment, and with untold additions to the 
wealth o f the country, w ith many 
m illions of increase of population, we 
find th e pressure of taxation much 
worse than at the beginning. 
It is noticeable that the h<:avy taxa­ 
tion w hich is in existence upon manu­ 
factured articles, in m any instances 
works serious harm to the manufac­ 
turing industries. 
A t Los Angeles 
the grape interest isa large one; thous­ 
ands of acres of vines make the val­ 
leys green and purple w ith grape, fruit 
aud foliage; nnd yet in very many 
vineyards the clustering fruit must 
wither and decay upon the vines, 
owing to the enorm ous tax on distilla­ 
tions of grape brandy. 
In view of th e public financial crisis 
in the Eastern Slates, and the stagna­ 
tion of various industries by heavy 
governm ent taxation, 
which (when 
added to municipal, county and State 
taxes; makes t he conduct of alm ost any 
business unprofitable, it m ight be well 
for Congress to ‘give th e people a rest,’ 
by suspending th is taxation for live or 
ten years, and turning the tax-gather­ 
ers over to th e tender care of the 
grangers of the country. A brief sus­ 
pension o f this taxation would permit 
the industries o f the country to recov­ 
er strength to ‘stand th e racket’ w hen 
the screws are again put on; and as 
jjosterity has a large b ill to foot, if they 
pay the principal of th at which makes 
us wince to pay the interest, they will 
scarcely eompluin of th is slight relax­ 
ation by us, their honored and glori­ 
ous forefathers.—[Real Estate Circular. 


Notable Death. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of Oct. 
20th, records the death of u noted lady 
and pioneer of this State: 
Mrs. Rachael Larkin, widow of the 
late Thomas 0 . Larkin, expired at her 
residence on Stockton street, at half 
past 5 o’lcoek tills m orning. 
Mrs. 
Larkin had been in ill health for m any 
years, suffering continally from neu­ 
ralgia, until her strong constitution 
dually succumbed to th e disease. 
She 
was ü native o f Ipswich, M assachu­ 
setts, and at the tim e o f her dentil was 
nearly sixty -six yeaps of age. 
She 
was the first Am erican lady w ho came 
to California, arriving a t Monterey in 
1832. 
H er marriage w ith Thomas O. 
Larkin w as celebruted on board the 
United States ship Savannah in that 
harbor. Mrs Larkin was widely known 
and h ighly esteem ed for her m any 
virtues, kindness of heart, and noble 
character. 
Early writers upon Cali­ 
fornia, Colton, Dana, and others, pay 
high com plim ents iu their works to 
the estim able qualities o f the deceased. 
She leaves four children of muture 
years surviVing-Tliom as Oliver, Fran­ 
cis Rogers, and Alfred O. Larkin and 
Mrs. Sam son Tams. 
T he estate of the 
fam ily is very large. T he w ill of the 
deceased appoints O. 
L. 
Kennedy, 
Charles H . Sawyer and W illiam Har­ 
ney executors o f the estate.

black syrup, and Alter it through 
burnt charcoal, the color w ill be re­ 
moved. 
The charcoal o f aniniul m at­ 
ter appears to be the best for this pur­ 
pose. 
You may learn th e influence of 
charcoal in destroying colors by fil­ 
tering a bottle of port w ine through 
It; in the flltration it w ill lose a great 
portion o f its coloring, and become 
tnwDy; repeat the process 
two or 
three tim es, and you have destroyed 
its eolor altogether.

The Citv and the Cas. 


The proprietor of a contemporary 
daily remarked some days ago that 
he had noticed with pleasure the ef­ 
forts of the H e r a l d to settle the 
much vexed question of lighting the 
city. He added however, “I am afraid 
you will get sick of it in time, I have 
tried it myself without effect.” The 
ground which this journal takes is 
that it is of no consequence who is 
right or who is wrong. The city ought 
to be lit. Some eastern people stay­ 
ing at the Pico House a short time ago 
remarked that there seemed to be gas 
works and were evidently lamp posts, 
but that they supposed the citv was too 
poor to pay for its lighting. The cap­ 
tious and snarling enemies of Los A n­ 
geles in other towns, are always ready 
to pick up little Items to its disadvan­ 
tage, and here they have an undenia­ 
bly big one. From San Luis to San 
Diego,they can all quote “ Los Angeles 
city is not lit with gas, it is perfectly 
dark and a disgrace to all other towns 
of its size.” The gas company denies 
that it is in the wrong, states even in 
yesterday's H e r a l d that it has offer­ 
ed unusual facilities to the city for 
lighting the streets. The H e r a l d is 
not prepared to accept these state­ 
ments as truth, uncontradicted; but 
it desires to sift the m atter to the bot­ 
tom, and it will never cease to agitate 
the question until it knows whether 
the city is wrong or the gas company 
is wrong, and what is the remedy of 
suffering citizens. 


Judge Brunson and the Justiceship 


It is known that there is a dispute in 
regard to the legality of the election of 
Judge Brunson. The constitution, in 
providing for the election of Justices to 
tlll vacancies, is quite blind, some good 
lawyers interpreting that the Justice 
is elected to serve for ten years,whether 
his predecessor had served his full 
term or not, and others hold that a 
Judge who is elected to till a vacancy, 
occasioned by dentil, only serves out 
the unexpired term of his predecessor. 
The Judge intends to prosecute vigor­ 
ously his right to the seat now occu­ 
pied by Judge Crockett, holding tiiat 
he should lay down the judicial er­ 
mine on the first of January, when the 
term of his predecessor regularly closed. 
At that time he will make the demand 
for the olfice, and, if it is not bestowed 
upon him, he will take the proper le­ 
gal steps to obtain it. The Judge is a 
lawyer of fine abilities and keen judi­ 
cial talents, and is supported l»y a 
strong coterie of friends. 


W h e n will ship and rail be brought 
together in Ban Pedro bay, and all the 
delay in transfer avoided? The steam­ 
er is delayed at the port one entire 
day simply because the railroad com­ 
pany will not, or are not offered in­ 
ducements enough, to run their track 
either on the breakwater or along the 
shore to Ban Pedro. This would not 
injure W ilmington; on the contrary, 
it would be benefitted in the end—for 
the harbor must be dredged, in any 
case, and, if the railroad runs cleau 
along, the wharfage would be the 
finest in the world, and the chance 
that W ilmington would be a commer­ 
cial port of great importance, would 
be increased. 
The greatest injury to 
Los Angeles is experienced in the fact 
that psssengers meet with so much 
difficulty in getting here. Banta Bar­ 
bara and Ban Diego can he seen from 
the vessels, and show all they are at 
first sight; while Los Angeles, doing 
six times as much business as either 
of them, makes only about one-sixth 
of the show. 
A three-mile railroad 
ought not to be beyond the means of a 
city whose citizens possess as much 
wealth as those of Los Angeles. 


T h e Railroad Question. 
All over the land the cry is anti­ 
monopoly. 
In Chicago, tire Nation­ 
al Board of Trade has just met and 
adopted resolutions to the effect that 
Congress should prevent unjust dis­ 
crimination by any Btate upon inter­ 
state commerce, and protect the peo­ 
ple of each State from exorbitant ex­ 
actions of roads within the Btate, and 
that the only permanent guarantee 
against unjust rates is found in the 
opening and m aintaining of 
free 
highways by water channels. 
The 
railroad question is also under the 
consideration in the Farm ers’ Conven­ 
tion. 
Borne of its members advocate 
building railroads by the Government; 
some are in favor of a great highway 
to be built and owned by the farmers.

The gun, 
a splendid Sharpe’s rifie, was found on 
the ground with the stock, trigger- 
gunrd and other iron work broken 
square oft’ most likely having been 
caught in the wheel. The funeral took 
place on Saturday afternoon. Mr. Col­ 
lers was ruised somewhere in the west. 
He resided here some three years, es­ 
teemed by all who knew him.

LETTER FROM SAN DIEGO. 


Ba n D i e g o , Oct. 21, 1873. 
E d i t o r H e r a l d : The voyage of 
your correspondent to Ban Diego was 
unattended by any danger, either of 
flood or field, a fact quite inexplicable, 
considering the liability to self-de­ 
struction which sometimes character­ 
izes sensible n e o p le when their travel­ 
ling companions are largely unprotect­ 
ed females, ministers of the gospel, 
squalling babies, and “ nice young 
men.” 
But the ordeal is a m atter of 
the past, and here in Ban Diego is a 
balm for every wounded breast” — if 
there was only just a little more halm. 
Tlm t A nchor. 
You will perhaps have learned, ere 
tliis letter shall have reached your of­ 
fice, of the lucky “hit" made by ('apt. 
Douglass, of the Mohongo. 
But as the 
little item might chance to be con­ 
signed to oblivion through somebody's 
inadvertence, let me just place it here. 
In hoisting the anchor of the Mohongo 
preparatory to steaming out of Ban IV- 
dro liar hoi1, the crew became aware 
that some ponderous objectjhad at­ 
tached itself and was being hauled up 
from the bosom of the deep. The work 
of hoisting was therefore cautiously 
continued for several hours, and at 111 
o’clock a second anchor, gathered from 
the ocean bed, was secured on board. 
Surmises were rife as to the former pro­ 
prietorship of the ocean waif, but it 
was not satisfactorily determined whon 
or by whom the anchor w as lost. 
Nmi D iego 
has undergone marked improvements 
since my former visit híx months ago. 
These improvements are, 
however, 
confined entirely to the new buildings 
which have been erected, and in no 
part to new business. 
Trade is very 
dull, but the people are as hopeful as 
ever. Real estate is still retained at 
figures far above its reasonable value, 
and hence the sales are few. Notwith­ 
standing the acknowledged pluck and 
energy of this people, they are just as 
prone to infatuation, and consequently 
to every attendant hardship in busi­ 
ness, as their less progressive neigh­ 
bors of the interior, or the more pros­ 
perous and extravagant denizens of 
Los Angeles. This fact is evidenced 
by the superb structures of brick and 
iron w’hich are built and in process of 
erection, but untenantcd. 
The people 
are struggling to muintain a position 
about ten years in advance of every 
reasonable expectation. 
I have more 
faith in the future of Ban Diego than 
the majority of outsiders, but still I 
see nothing in the near prospective 
which can give policy to a system of 
locking up hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in buildings that, at present, 
will not pay one per cent, per annum 
ou the money invested. 


T he O ther Side. 
But Ban Diego has more to present 
to the eyes of the sojourner than a 
faulty order of tilings. 
While we 
criticize those short comings it is but 
simple justice that we pay one tribute 
to the general merits of the place and 
people. 
Here is a city government 
upon which the visitor from Los An­ 
geles must look with envy. 
W ith 
a tithe of the wealth ut tiie disposal 
of the city government of I^os An­ 
geles, this city lias constructed side­ 
walks and done the necessary grading 
to m aintain cleanliness and conven­ 
ience to about double the extent to be 
met with at the former place. Droves 
of cattle and sheep are not to be met 
with on the streets on their way to 
pasture or to the corral; horses are not 
put to their speed on the streets, nor 
do they mount the sidewalks; nor 
are Chinese vegetable carts allowed 
to blockade the crossings, obliging the 
pedestrian to resort to tlie opeu street 
—an every day occurrence in Los An­ 
geles. 
T be P resen t E m barrassm ent 
In business is said to lie owing almost 
entirely to the uncertainty of the re­ 
ported negotiations of tiie Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad bonds in Europe. Tiie 
dispatches on the subject, (private 
and otherwise), are just sufficiently 
explicit to create a doubt, and nothing 
more—a doubt whether any negotia­ 
tion at all lias been affected, or if such 
lias really been affected, whether it is 
conditioned to lie immediately opera­ 
tive. Now this railroad temperature 
is just the sole influence that effects 
the thermometer of Ban Diego: and 
the present uncertain condition of its 
atmosphere is not less subversive of 
the business interests of the place 
than would he the knowledge that 
not a dollar had been negotiated for. 
There is plenty of money here, but it 
is buried beyond the light of day, and 
comes to the surface when every con­ 
dition is favorable to profitable invest­ 
ment; and it will always be on hand 
to take advantage of ’circumstances, 
but reasonably enough the capital of 
Ban Diego is chary of dealing to any 
great extent with uncertainties. 
Tbe P ub lic F eelin g. 
The judicial election having deter­ 
mined the right of the “ mere boy” to 
bear and determine the rights of liti­ 
gants for the term of six years, the 
pubjic accept result with confidence. 
They say that there was no time at 
which their interests were imperiled 
in the contest, as the actors are both 
honest men. 
There was therefore 
small need of personal or partisan 
acrimony in the campaign, and the lit­ 
tle which did evince itself has subsid­ 
ed ugain. The judge elected Is of the 
unassuming, gentlemanly stamp, and 
generally refrains from any conversa­ 
tions that might chafe the sensibilities 
of his late rivals.

Frlifh tfiil Accident. 


A horrible shooting affair occurred 
yesterday evening on Torro street, in 
this cito, by which a Spanish (my 
named Gerbracio Valencia, 9 years of 
age, was probably fatally wounded. 
A H e r a l d reporter visited the lo­ 
cality shortly after the occurrence, 
and from the parents of the wounded 
hoy’, received the following details of 
the affair: 
Valencia was engaged in play with 
a groop of children near the house of 
his parents, when another Spanish

The sight of the little fellow as lie 
lay writhing in pain, the blood oozing 
out of his wouuds, was painful to look 
upon.

A full Board was present yesterday 
afternoon. 
The minutes of tlie pre­ 
ceding sessions were read and ap­ 
proved. 
The Mayor announced he hud col­ 
lected $59 from lines; and approved 
the hill reducing water-rates for irri­ 
gation, und tlie one for grading Ninth 
street. 
The Marshal announced $5,19» 98 
tax collected. 
The t ’ity Attorney announced that 
briefs had been filed in tlie case of Du- 
hourdieu vs. Barton, and the trial had 
been set in the Supreme Court for No­ 
vember 20th. 
H e ordered the appoint­ 
ment of a com mittee to act in concert 
with the City Attorney, to see that 
the city is represented in this case by 
its lawyer -either the City Attorney or 
a substitute. 
The recommendation 
was adopted and the committee np- 
(Miinted. 
The City Treasurer announced that 
he had collected of George Leonard 
$43 2d for grading Buena Vista street; 
and of Los Angelos county S75 37 for 
a sewer on Spring street. 
The City Surveyor, Win. .Moore, re­ 
ported that he, with Mr. Sacriste, of 
the woolen mills, had examined the 
zanja leading to the mills. 
The ditch 
is in good order, and brings much more 
water than can lie used. 
Only one- 
fourth of the water of the river is taken. 
Mr. Sacriste expressed himself satis­ 
fied with the ditch. 
The Committee on Zanjas confirmed 
the report, and, after a little squab­ 
bling, both reports were adopted and 
placed on file. 
The City Surveyor reported that he 
had examined Ohurity street, and ad­ 
vised a bridge across tlie Cufiada de los 
Reyes. The water from the hills runs 
through this cufiada, and is .supple­ 
mented by that of tlu* woolen mills 
ditch; and often during the rains it 
overflows its hanks instead of passing 
into zanja No. 8. 
He recommended a 
culvert with a gate, that at high water 
it might flow over, but in low water it 
would lie turned Into No. 8. The cost 
of the culvert would be $127 50; the 
flume to the gate would'cost $37 50, 
and all would cost about $200.

The 
Gold 
Discoveries 
in 
British 
Columbia. 
V ictoria, October 17.—The follow­ 
ing is a brief account of the new minea, 
taken from the Colonist: 
On May 1st gold was discovered by 
Henry Tliibert Xavier Loayon and '1. 
Telfair, on a creek now known asTld- 
bert Creek. They got a few colors at 
first, but nineteen days irfterward, on 
the 20th of May, the ice broke up and 
they got $10 to a prospect. On the 23d 
of Alay they commenced work with 
rockers, and* made from an ounce to 
$20 a dav to the man in coarse gold 
On the first of July they set steadily 
to work with rockers, and made ever 
afterward from $11 to five ounces to 
the hand per day. The main diggings 
are on a bar of the creek. They also 
worked on the bench ten feet above 
high water mark, the frost being still 
on the ground. On the bench they 
made from one to three ounces a day 
to the hand. They got the pay on the 
bedrock. The pay gravel is from six 
to twelve inches in thickness. They 
built a wingdam, and made from two 
to five ounces a day to the linnd on the 
bar.This creek is thirty to fifty feet in 
width. It runs from west to east, and 
empties into tin* Dense Lake, but 
where it heads is not known. It runs 
through a range of low hills, and the 
banks are well clothed with spruce 
timber, while fish abound in the lakes. 
Dease Creek, fifteen miles to the 
south of Thibert’s Creek, running in 
the same direction, and about the 
same size, was discovered by Moore & 
Co., who got good prospects ot $10 to 
$22 to a pan. When these informants 
left, they were working on a bar with 
rockers, and making two and a half 
ounces a dav to the hand. 
Mr. Thibert has great confidence in 
the richness of the diggings. Their 
extent, of course, is not yet known. 
William Waldron is entitled to the 
honor of taking out the largest nugget 
yet found in the new diggings. He 
found a perfect beauty, weighing 
three and a half ounces, which is now 
in town. Mr. Thibert took out the 
next largest, weighing $22. In com­ 
ing out, the party met, three men 
from Nanaimo, half way between 
Buck’s Bar and the diggings. They 
met six more men at Pack Saddle 
(’reek, fifteen miles above Buck’s Bar, 
and saw' twenty-five men at Wrangle, 
who had come up. Several miners 
from Omineca arrived yesterday. 
Mr. Griffiths, of this city, from Lost 
Creek, brought $2,000. A miner who 
left the diggings three weeks ago 
came down by Frying Pan Pass. There 
was no snowr on the creek, and mjning 
was going on as usual. On Lost Creek 
several claims were paying good 
wages. On Manson several parties 
w'ere also taking out gold. Jim May 
and party have gone to prospect the 
Bear Lake county at the headquarters 
of the Skeua. The news of gold dis­ 
coveries at Cassiar had reached Omi­ 
neca, and men were leaving daily for 
the new gold fields. 


A Story About Judge MCKinstry. 
Returns from every part of the State 
indicate the election of Judge McKin- 
stry by a majority that will reach 
4,000. It was idle to deny and useless 
to attempt to conceal the popularity of 
Judge McKlnstry in this county, 
where he so long presided as District 
Judge. 
In 1854 he held the first term of the 
District Court in this place in the 
frame building near the Mapes House, 
now occupied by Mr. Knox. The town 
of Sonoma was still skirmishing to 
Krevent the location of the county seat 
ere. With that view an application 
for an injunction restraining the loca­ 
tion of the county seat at Santa Rosa 
had been made, and the hearing of the 
same had been set for that term of the 
court. 
The accommodations for sojourners 
at the embryo capital were none of the 
best. The Judge and a wag of a law­ 
yer occupied a room in the only pub­ 
lic house, adjoining that of the propri­ 
etor. A word spoken in an ordinary 
tone in one room could be distinctly 
heard in the other. The fare had been 
very bad; both the learned gentlemen 
w'ere heartily sick of it, and determin­ 
ed on having an improvement. The 
practitioner commenced a conversa­ 
tion with the Judge just after retiring. 
“It was idle to talk or think for a mo­ 
ment, of locating the county seat per­ 
manently, in a place w’here the Court 
would he starved to death; tnat the 
wheels of justice in sucli'a place would 
clog for want of bodily sustenance. 
For the same reason no attorney could 
do justice to the cause of his client.” 
He was, on that account, in favor of 
sustaining the injunction which would 
relocate the court house at the town 
of Sonoma, where a man could get 
three square meals a day. 
The landlord absorbed the conversa­ 
tion witli greedy ears. Though it was 
late at night he immediately called a 
conference of the leading citizens. 
Contributions were levied on the 
chicken coops and egg baskets, of the 
“purest and best,” and such a feast of 
slap-jacks, fried chicken, eggs turned 
over on one side and turned over on the 
other side, as the Court enjoyed, until 
the case was fiually decided in our fa­ 
vor, was not before, and has never 
since been known or seen in the annals 
of Santa ltosa.—[.Santa Rosa Dem- 
oerat.

In that coun­ 
try he gave it a general and thorouhg 
photographing at the request and for 
Bierstadt, and who will soon place 
upon canvass in his inimitable style, 
some of the prominent features of that 
rough country. On his return trip, 
Addis stopped two or three weeks at 
Kernville, to accommodate that town 
with specimens of his superior photo­ 
graphing. 
We wanted him to stop 
with us for a while, but he would not, 
he had started for home, and as he 
was going, Bakersfield wanted him to 
stop a season, but he said some other 
time would do. We are under obliga­ 
tions to him for several fine views of 
the Owens river country, including 
Lone Pine, Cerro Gordo, and the 
Mount Whitney fumily of peaks. 
When you visit the Los Angeles Fair 
look for Addis on the ground with his 
“portable photograph gallery.”-[Hav- 
ilah Miner.
